Francisco, May 9.—Roses and 
carnations, instead of brickbats and 
cobblestones, were features of today’s 
run of two cars of the united ralil- 
roads, manned by twenty strikebreak- 
ers, from the car barns at Oak and 
Broderick streets for a distance of 
three or four miles through the busi- 
ness and residénce section of the west- 
ern addition. 

Stirred to admiration by the courage 
of unarmed strikebreakers in operat- 
ing the two cars in the mob-crowded 
thoroughfares, women along the route 
stood on doorsteps or leaned from win- 
dows and waived handkerchiefs, 
ciapped their hands, cheered and 
“threw .kisses to the non-unionists as 
the. police protected cars ran slowly 
by. 

On the return trip, on Sacramento 
street, near Presidio avenue, a young 
girl ran out from a florist’s shop and 
tossed a handful of bright red, long- 
stemmed carnations to the platform of 
one of the cars. Lifting their caps and 
Smiling, several of the men leaned far 
out and caught the flowers. The cars 
were halted then, while young women 
brought clusters of carnations and 
roses from the shop and offered them 
to the men. |

New Yopk, May 9.—Directors of the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific _com- 
(panies today voted to place the stocks 
of the two eompanies on a quarterly in- 
stead of a semi-annual dividend basis. 
As a result a quarterly dividend of I% 
per cent on Southern Pacific stock anu 
&® Quarterly dividend of 2% per cent on 
Union Pacific stock was déclared. These 
dividends "will be payable July | and 
are at the same rate per annum as tne 
last previous dividends. 

The directors of the Southern Pacific 
voted to offer for subscription preferred 
stock to the extent of I6 per cent of 
the company’s total capitalization, or 
about $46,000,000. Announcement was 
made after the meeting that the direct- 
Org of the Union Pacific will call a stock- 
holders’ meeting in June to authorize an 
issue of  $100,000,000 common _— stock, 
against which will be issued $75,000,000 
4 per cent convertible bonds. The new 
bonds will be convertible into stock at 
175 at any time within three to five 
yearg. The bonas will be offered at 90.

The case was halted shortly before

ed up and will be closely guarded. 
Haywood was brought to the eourt 
room at 10 in the morning. He found 
his family in a line of chairs to the 
right of his seat, and in front were 
all of his counsel. He took practical- 
ly no part in the selection of jurors 
and seems content to leave the mat- 
ter entirely in the hands of his law- 
Haywood gave no sign of any 
feeling or emotion, but sat quietly 
throughout the day. Mrs. Haywood 
and the older daughter stood the or- 
deal apparently well, but the younger 
child cried after the examination of 
talesmen began.

For more than 
half a day’s: work a full day Is to be 
credited. 

‘ The strike leaders claimed today that 
30,000 men were out in Wanhattan, 
Brooklyn, Hoboken and: Staten island. 
Though these figures are disputed, iue 
steamship companies ‘were nevertheless 
badly crippled... Throughout the day 
freight gathered in formidable piles 
along the piers and comparatiely little 
of it was got aboard vessels to which it 
was asigned. 

Small gangs of inexperienced men aid- 
ed the crews to get necessaries aboard; 
shipping firms sent their own men to 
load perishable goods, while the steamer’s 
firemen in most cases did their own coal- 
ing.

Pritchard Grants Restraining Order 
for Southern Railway Stopping 
Virginia’s Two-Cent Passen.- 
ger, and North Carolina’s 
Reduced Freight and 
Passenger Rates. 


Richmond, Va.,. May $§.—U%ited States 
Circuit Judge Pritcharg has grant- 
ed an injunction and restraining order

In my letter I wished to drive a wedge 
in between the honest, law-abiding 
man—with whom I feel such hearty 
sympathy—and those worst foes of the 
government who preach anarchy and 
lawless violence; just as I wish to see 
a wedge driven between the capitalist 
who is an oppressor or swindler, and 
the capitalist who strives to do right 
by all hig fellows; the man who is an 
American citizen first, and a capitalist 
second.

Promised Immunity, Clerk Tells 
- On Policyholders’ Committee 


CHARGE OF FORGERY MADE 


Cannington Says That Names of 
Policyholders Were Written on 
Ballots and That Effort Was 
Made to Closely Imitate 
Their Handwriting. 


New York, May 9.—C. F. Carrington, a 
former employee of the _ international 
policyholder’s committee, testified on tha 
witness stand in police court today that 
| George R. Scrugham, manager for the 
committee, {nstructed him and other em- 
ployees to alter defective ballots sent in 
them in connection with the election of 
directors of the New York Life Insuranze 
Company. 

He declared also that Scxtigham had 
not forwarded to the New York ‘tellers 
s0-called “administration ballots,’’ which 
fell into the hands of the policy-holder’s 
committee. ‘ 

“Scrugham told me that when any of 
the administration ballots fell-into my 
hands there wag no need of sending them 
to the company,” testified Carrington, 
“and he added jocularly that I migh+ 
send them up stairs to him, as he had 
some chloroform for them.” 

He Was Promised Immunity. 


Carrington’s testimony was given aftsr 
he had been promised District Attorney 
Smith that anything he testified to would 
not be used against him. 

The testimony of Carrington was given 
in police court when he, Scrugham an‘ 
Chas. Stirrup, were arraigned on a 
charge of conspiracy in connection with 
the New York Life election. 

Stirrup als owas an employee of the 
international policyholders. Carrington 
took the stand for the prosecution and 
testified to several conversations betwen 
Scrugham and Stirrup, and a representa- 
tive of the district attorney.” 

He said that when the first ballots be- 
gan to come in they were examined by 
clipping off a very small strip of the! end 
of the envelope after which the envelopes 
were carefully resealed ff defective bal- 
lots were found they were ‘fixed up.” 

He declared that this was done by 
Scrugham’s order. When there was 
plenty of time the defective ballots an4 
envelopes were returned to the policy- 
holdrr with a request that he make the 
correction. But when only two or three 
days remained, he declared, the correc- 
tions were made by the office staff. 

Copied the Handwriting. 


He said that deting upon instructions 
from Scrugham, he toN the clerks to 
make as close a copy of the policyholder’s 
handwriting as possible, later when the 
time: was growing short, he was told to 
instruct the girls not to take any great 
care in this respect. 

He said the reason the altered and cor- 
rect ballots were kept separate was se 
that if correct envelopes and ballots 
came in from policyholders they could 
be substituted for the altered ones. 

Carrington safd that when he went to 
the polls as a policyholé@r’s committee 
watcher he had Instructions from Scrug- 
ham to challenge all admigistration’s 
ballots and to let all committee Dbalots 
pass. 

At the concusion of Carrington’s di- 
rect testimony, the hearing was adjourn- 
ed until next Tuesday.

New York, May 9.—The San Francisco 
conflagration of April, 1906, swept away 
not only every dollar of profit previously 
made by the insurance companies out 
of underwriting since 1860, but cost 
them $79,708,174 besides, according to a 
Statement made by Fresident George W. 
Buchell, of the National Board of Un- 
derwriters, at the annual meeting of that 
Organization here today. 

President’ Buchel] said carefully com- 
piled figures showed the total property 
loss by the catastrophe to have been iff 
round numbers $350,000,000. The loss 
to two hundred and forty-three insur- 
ance companies was $175,508,530, and 
in addition to this there was a large 
amoum of reinsurance in foreign com- 
panies, which would make the total! ‘loss 
to insurance companies throughout the 
world between $210,000,000 and 0225.- 
000,000. President Buchel! said the year 
1906 was the most disastrous in the his- 
tory of fire insurance. In the underwrit- 
ing balance sheet for the year marine 
and fire branches together showed a loss 
Of over 0114,000,000.

many by this country. It is expected 
that when these concessions result in 
the increased importation of German 
goods in competition with American 
products, that a lusty protest will go. 
rp from the protected interests. 

As viewéd today, it would seem 
tbat the German concessions will 
prove the opening wedge and lead to 
further revision and to the adoption. 
of legislation modifying the existidg 
Dingley schedules. The president fa- 
vors providing for a scheme of maxi- 
mum and minimum . schedules that 
vill permit us to meet the concessions 
of friendly powers and yet be able 
to work reprisals on those which dis. 
criminate against us. It is said he 
will urge the adoption of this scheme 
in the next platform of the party and 
that Secretary Taft will come out on 
this platform of tariff revision, so- 
celled. 

The Constitution is rather dubious 
about any relief being secured by this 
or any other means proposed by the 
friends of high tariff. This feeling is 
shared by that element in the repub- 
lican party which favors tariff re- 
vision and who have been disappoint- 
€d at the failure of President Roose- 
velt to carry out his announced plat- 
form of bringing about revision. 

If revision is a good thing, why not 
revise now instead of waiting until 
the close of the next presidential 
campaign. The Houston Post very 
clearly points out that if revision is 
delayed and’ the republicans are suc- 
cessful at the polls, they can -point 
to the result of the balloting and in- 
sist that tariff revision was an issue 
in the contest and was defeated. 

The Washington Herald treats the 
concessions made by the administra- 
tion to Germany as a real evidence of 
tariff revision. The Hetald says: 

The signature of the German agree- 
ment, with its intentionally favored 
treatment of the German export trade, 
marks a departure in tariff administra-' 
tion hardly less important than the in- 
troduction of a tariff bill. It means 
that a way has been foung to let down 
the tariff bars, partly, at least, without 
going to congress for permission, and 
that the rigid and uncompromising atti- 
tude of hide-bound protectionism ‘has 
been abandoned by this administration. 

Instead of being a settlement of the 
trouble, this is only a makeshift and 
recognized by both countries as a 
temporary expedient. Further and 
more drastie measures will be needed 
to satisfy Germany and possibly to 
avert a tariff war. If Prance de- 
mands equal concessions and other 
Evropean countriesgtake up the cry, 
the Washington government will be 
ferced, regardless of the pressure 
from the protected interests, to yield 
to the demand. 

If President Roosevelt shall submit 
to the senate in December a recom- 
mendation as to tariff revision, the 
whole question will be taken up and 
settled. It appears now that the 
only alternative will be to submit a 
reciprocity treaty with both Germany 
and France for ratification by the 
scnate.

Where the Dove Did Not Light. 
Stirring up trouble is hardly com- 
patible with the idea of the duties of 
& peace commissioner, but Senor Don 
Diego Mendoza seems, though inno- 
cently enough, to have caused a]] sorts 
of a row before starting out upon the 
high mission of spreading the peace 
gospel in South America, to which; it 
appears, he has been called by that 
mester pacifier, Andrew Carnegie. 
Senor Mendoza was originally a 
Colombian—in fact, up to about a 
year ago, minister from that South 
American government to Washington. 
Alleged misrepresentations of the at- 
titude of his government in the mat- 
ter of Panama and the canal, resulted 
in his recall, which he did not heed, 
but proceeded in correspondence and 
the public prints to say some pretty 
salty things about President Reyes 
and the Colombian government—so 
salty, in fact, that President Reyes 
expressed an ardent wish to get him 
once more on Colombian soil, proba- 
bly in order that he might proceed to 
remove him from it by a more speedy 
end permanent route than is provided 
by any known means of locomotion. 
When Senor Mendoza lost out with 
the home government, he seems to 
have gane into the peace business. 
At least, he was prominent in the 
international congress re- 
cently held in New York under Mr. 
Carnegie’s auspices, though not as a

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t. Following the New York 
conference, Mr. Carnegie became im- 
bred with the idea of financing 4 
peace mission to the South and Cen- 
' tral American republics at an expense 
of some $25,000, and: Senor Mendoza 
‘was selected to. head this harmony 
' junket to the land Of hot blood and 
semi-annual revolutions, with the un- 
derstanding, of course, that Bogota 
was not to be included in his itiner- 
ary. a a ° 

The announcement of these plans 
came like a sort of revolutionary ex- 
piosion amang the South American 
diplomatic contingent in Washington. 
The Colombian minister, informally at 
‘least, made ita state matter, and 
other South American diplomatic rep- 
resentatives seemed much disturbed 
over it. South American republics 
may cross bayonets at the drop of a 
hat, they may even cut each other’s 
throats when the occasion seems to 
demand it, but when it comes to 
matters of mutual concern, they are 
thicker than any Ali Baba gang. that 
ever operated on the turnpike. Ac- 
cording to the Washington dis- 
patches: 

It was said, on the highest authority, 
that i¢ Andrew Carnegie persisted in his 
intention to send Dr. Mendoza as a del- 
egate, President Reyes woulg send @ 
netification to each of the South Amer- 
ican republics stating the present rela- 
tions between the former. minister and 
the Reyes administration. Such action 
would render the trip of Dr. Mendoza 
fruitless, in the judgment of the South 
American diplomats. 

So, if there is to be ahy Carnegiean 
effort to spread the doctrine of unity 
dwélling among the South American 
brethren, it will evidently have to be 
chairmaned by some other than Senor 
Don Diego Mendoza. 


A Lesson In Colonization. 

England, the most’ successful 
veorld-power at the treacherous game 
of colonial overlordship, is again 
looking with foreboding toward the 
great, mysterious Indian empire. 

Dispatches from Simla report that 
the ferment of dissatisfaction and 
racial animosity is actively at work 
in northern India. It is manifested 
in- sporadic outbreaks, trifling in 
themselves, but occurring with a 
regularity and within such a wide- 
spread area as to lend sinister aspect 
to the situation. 

This much is confessed by the as-. 
tute Indian authorities, What more 
has been’ suppressed at the dictation 
of the discreet foreign office is ma- 
terial for surmise. 

Whether or not the incipient mu- 
tiny will assume serious proportions, 
spreading the wildfire of revolt 
throughout India, is a matter for the 
future to determine, 

Germany, too, has her troubles in 
Africa, where the racia] question fig- 
ures predominantly in the attempt to 
plant colonies to the end that Teu- 
tcvic coffers may be enriched. 

England has learned in Africa and 
India, and elsewhere, that the task 
of keeping in subjection an alien race 
is a never-ending one. The same les- 
son is coming home to Germany. 
~Superior force and craft subdue op- 
pcsition temporarily. Let the pres- 
sure be long removed, and there, is 
never a guarantee that inherent an- 
tegonism will not again burst forth. 

Such attempts may be put down at 
heavy cost in lives and treasure. 
They are just as likely to necessitate 
the rebeginning of the whole tedious, 
disastrous and disheartening under- 
taking. 

The United States has a similar 
problem’ in the Philippines. We are 
trying to mold an antithetical race 
‘into our vies cf civilization, without 
giving them aught save vague 
pledges as to the future. There is 
no indication that we are progressing” 
in the mission, It is being prose- 
cuted at such a stupendots cost that 
the administration will not confide 
the true expense to the people. 

Who may propnesy at what date 
we will not be encountering quan- 
deNes similar to those now facing 
ingland and Germany, not to men- 
tion international complications?

The question as to the right of the’ 
state to holg up this guaranee fund gn’ 
such a claim was submitted to Attorney 
General Hart and argued by attorneys 
rep esenting the respective sides. Judge 
Hart held that the Georgia law requir- 
ing the deposit of a $10,000 guarantee 
fund, as found in section 204! of the: 
civil code, was for the protection only 
of the citizens of Georgia and not those 
of any other state. The policy in litiga- 
tion was upon property in Louisiana, 
and the Delaware company, having sat- 
isfied ail outstanding claims in Georgia, 
it was directed that its guarantee fund 
be returned to it, which was done, 


Must Kuow Customer’s Age. 

If a liquor dealer in one county in the 
state ships liquor to a minor in another 
county, he is triable and punishable in 
either county for the offense of furnish- 
ing liquor to minors, although he may 
not be aware that the party he is ship- 
ping the liquor to is under age. 

This is the interesting decision ren- 
dered by the state court of appeals yes- 
terday in the case of Ww. D. Newsome Vv. 
the State. Newsome is a liquor dealer 
in Valdosta, Lowndes county. He ship-. 
ped some liquor on order of Joe Davis, ' 
a minor, at Nashville, in Berrien count. 
He was indicted, tried and convicted in 
Berrien superior court, atithough his resi- 
dence was not in that county. The court 
of appeals holds that the liquor dealer 
who makes such shipments must . be 
sure of his customer. Ignorance of the

He had been at Johns Hopkins several 
weeks for diagnosis and treatment, and 
an operation had been deemed necessary 
on Monday. 

Rallied From Operation. 

He rallied from this, and his family 
‘was advised om Tuesday by wire that he 
had passed through it successfully and 
was doing well. That same day he dic- 
tate da letter to his brother, oJhn K. Ott- 
ley, in which he discussed hig condition, 
expressed hope of recovery and sent lov- 
ing messages to his mother, this letter 
being received Thursday Morning about 
six hours after the message announcing 
his death. 

On Wednesday a telegram was received 
stating Dr. Ottley’s condition was still 
favorable, but Wednesday evening there 
was a sudden change and he died at |! 
o'clock. The funeral will take place in 
Columbus, Miss., his old home, Saturday, 
and he will be laid to rest by his broth- 
er, upon whose grave the flowers laid by 
loving hands are still fresh. : 

Mr. and Mrs. J. K. Ottley left last 
night for Columbus, Miss., to attend the 
funeral, 


His Brilliant Attainments, 

Dr. Ottley was a man of distinguished 
intellect and culture, and had devoted 
his life to equipment for hig profession 
and had every advantage for scientific 
research and experience afforded in this 
country and abroad... He was 36 years 
of age, having been born in Columbus 
‘Miss., February 21, 1871. He was tue 
second son of Colonel John king Ottley 
and is survived by hig mother, Mrs. BE. 
G. McCabe, and two brothers, John K. 
Ottley and Ernest G. Ottley. He wag a 
Graduate of Princeton university and of 
medicine and surgery at John Hopkins 
university. After graduating from Prince- 
ton he taught for two years in the Boys’ 
High school in Atlanta, this being the 
only time of his residence in Atlanta. Aft- 
er leaving Johng Hopkins he traveled on 
year in the interest of the student volun-, 
teer work, going from college to college 
enlisting young men ag medical] missions 
aries. 

Taught in Medical College of Tarkey 

He then served two years in the New 
York city. hospital, Blackwell's island. 
From thefce he went to Constantinople 
as resident physician and professor of 
biology in Robert college, an institution 
‘maintained by the Presbyterian ¢cHurch. 
Here he came incontact with young men 
of thirteen nationalities. 

Later he went farther into Asia Minor 
to take charge of a hospital at Marsavan 
Here his life was very hard, and feeling 
the ‘need of change he devoted a year to 
Special research .work in his profession 
in Vienna, Liepzig and London. In the 
autumn of last year he returndd to 
America to regain hig health, and with 
the determination of establishing his resi- 
dence in Atlanta. His condition did not 
improve; several months spent in New 
Mexico failed to restore him, and a few 
weeks ago he went to the Johns Hop- 
kins for treatment, his physicians several] 
of them being hig classmates and de- 
votedly attached to him. The operation, 
though not deemed a necessarily danger- 
ous. one, must have been followed by 
unexpected complications, which caused 
his death, as his family yet have received 
no definite information regarding the end. 

Was Noted Athlete. 

During his university aays Dr. Ottley 
‘was a noted track athlete, having won 
many medals and broke the United States 
intercollegiate record for walking. He 
was'*an honorary member of the New 
York Athletic Club. 

He wag a devoted member of the Pres- 
byterilan church and from a lad had 
lived only for service to others. His 
nature was singularly sunny, hopeful and 
buoyant, and his loyalty, affectionate 
devotion to family and friends was mark 
ed at all times. 

The sympathy of countless friends is 
being extended to Mrs. McCabe and Mr.

UNIQUE DEFENSE 
IN DAMAGE SUIT 


Court Asked If Party Can/ 
Lease Preperty With 
Damages in View. 


A long drawn out claim against the 
city for damages arising out of the 
construction of the Peters street via- 
duct had its third inning yesterday in 
the first division of the city court, over 
w---ch Judge Harry M. Reid presides. 

Judge Reid had his second bite at 
this claim cherry yesterday, as this 
was the second time it has been on 
trial in his court. In the first trial 
before Judge Reid the suit. was dis- 
missed, but the court of appeals held 
that there were sufficient grounds in 
the case for the jury to pass upon it, 
and remanded it to the lower court. 

The case has had three trials besides 
being reviewed by the court of ap- 
peals. It first came up before Judge 
Calhoun, some three years ago, and he 
declared a mistrial in the midst of 
the hearing; because Attorney John 
A. Boykin for the plaintiff sought to 
introduce testimony showing that the 
city had settled with the Stocks Coal 
Company for damages to its property 
in the building of the viaduct. 

The secord trial went before Judge 
Reid, the case dismissed, followed by 
the reversal of the court of appeals, 
and the third trial ending yesterday. 

W. T. Hayes leased the building at 
113 Peters street before the construc- 
tion work began in which he ran a 
saloon, and he asked for $2,500 dam- 
ages, alleging that his place was clos- 
ed some months and he was forced to 
move out further on Peters street. 

The unique principle involved in the 
case, as insisted upon by Assistant 
City Attaorney W. P. Hill, was wheth- 
er @ person could lease property on 
the line of a ‘public improvement, 
knowink that his leasehold would be 
interfered with, for the purpose ‘of de- 
manding damages from the city, and 
contended before the jury that if such 
claims were allowed it would mean 
the payment of large sums upon the 
part of the city’ when, perhaps, it 
should not. 

The often-talked-of Pryor street via- 
duct was used as an illustration that 
the owners of the Dodd property, or 
Jackson hotel, etc, might have a 
rightful claim for recovery, but a man 
knowing that a viaduct would be con- 
structed there—if such were ordered— 
and securing a lease for the purpose 
of maintaining an action for damages, 
would not be. 

Attorney Boykin objected to this 
line of argument, while lawyers for 
the city insisted it was a legitimate 
contention before the jury. 

Judge Reid directed the foreman to 
return a sealed verdict, which will 
be entered today.
